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Chicago Park District 
passes resolution with 
no opposition to ban 
smoking in parks, harbors

on how a smoking ban would affect the fest, 
including how it would comply with a smok- 
ing ban, whether it would create a designated 
smoking area or revisit its re-entry policy 

Pitchfork organizers declined to com- 
ment because the festival, held at Union Park, 
has not yet met with the park district about 
guidelines for the new regulation, festival 
spokeswoman Jessica Linker said. 

“Once the festival is appraised of any new im- 
plementations, they will work with the park dis- 
trict to outline a plan for the festival,” she said. 

Lollapalooza, held in Grant Park; North 
Coast, held in Union Park; and Live Nation, 
which operates Northerly Island’s First Merit 
Pavilion, did not return a call for comment. 

The park district code already bans smok- 
ing within 15 feet of beaches and fines viola- 
tors up to S500. 

The same distance and fine will apply to 
parks and harbors.

The smoking ban affects Chicago’s 10 har- 
bors as well. But people would be allowed to 
smoke on their boats, which are private prop- 
erty, park district spokeswoman Kiera Ellis 
said before the ban passed. Smoking would 
not be permitted on park district land at the 
harbor, she said. 

Cigar smoker Michael Altshuler plans 
to continue smoking in parks and risk get- 
ting slapped with fine for violating the parks 
smoking ban. 

“If someone gives me a hassle about it, I’ll 
move,” said Altshuler, 46, who lives in Ukrai- 
nian Village. He doesn’t smoke inside his home 
but likes to sit in parks, relax and smoke a sto- 
gie. “It’s more of social activity to smoke with 
friends and have good conversation,” he said.

public health agenda issued in 2011, and a 
statement from his office last month said the 
push for a ban would be explored. 

On Wednesday the mayor’s office said the 
park policy complements Emanuel’s work 
on the issue in bringing the adult and youth 
smoking rates down in Chicago, which 
has the highest tax total in the country at 
$7.17 per pack of cigarettes. 

“The Mayor supports smoke-free policies 
like the one passed by the Park District Board 
because they create an environment that en- 
courages smokers to quit and discourages kids 
from picking up the habit,” a statement from 
his office said.

Nearly nine out of 10 smokers start before 
the age of 18, and 98 percent start smoking by 
age 26, the association said. 

“We’re not trying to punish and shame the 
smokers,” Africk said. 

Although it falls on the police department 
for enforcement, King told the park board 
that the much of it would rely on self-policing 
and “policing by public scorn.” 

King said he was not aware of any tickets 
being issued for violating the park district’s 
smoking ban passed in 2007 for beaches and 
playgrounds. 

“It’s like ciubing your dog. That’s a fine. 
That’s a violation of Chicago municipal or- 
dinance to leave dog feces at a park. But how 
many people have you ever seen ticketed for 
that?” King said. 

‘We are making a statement that there’s a 
law available to be enforced.”

RAIN, RAIN GO AWAY 

RECORD RAINFALL IN CHICAGO PUTS DAMPER ON SUMMER FUN

C hicago’s ninth wettest season on record has some Chicago businesses that 
rely on sunny skies and warm weather feeling like the summer’s been a bum- 
mer. From rec softball and volleyball leagues to lakefront Jet Ski rentals, businesses 
say the combination of rain and lack of truly hot days have made this summer dif- 
ficult, and some are feeling the pain more than others. Storms canceled one day of 
Taste of Chicago back in July. 


While the average temperature for the 
season was almost perfectly at the 30-year 
average of 71.8 degrees (this season was 
71.8 degrees), some summer stats have 


been noteworthy During meteorological 
summer— the three month period of June 
through August— there were only three days 
that reached into 90-degree temperatures, a 


statistic WGN meteorologist Tom Skilling 
calls “way off” from the normal 17 days. 

And if it seemed like it didn’t stop raining, 
there’s records to back that up as well. Dur- 
ing the summer, 17.25 inches of rain fell in the 
city, making it the ninth wettest on record, ac- 
cording to the National Weather Service. 

Take into account the 25.09 inches that 
were recorded at Midway Airport, accord- 
ing to Skilling, and it is the wettest on record 
since that site began keeping track of rainfall 
in 1928. On top of that, the Chicago area saw 
6 percent more cloud cover than the average 


this season. 

Mother Nature has had a field day with 
Chicago Sport and Social Club, the largest 
organizer of recreational sports leagues in the 
city The league typically reschedules about 
2,000 games due to foul weather in a given 
year according to Jason Erkes, president of 
the company However, since the beginning of 
June through August, 5,000 games have had 
to be moved, with some leagues that began in 
May still playing ball. 

‘Anybody that runs an outdoor business 
this season is feeling the effect,” he said.

Erkes said the rescheduHng— 7,000 games 
in all when you count the spring season— is 
an inconvenience and organizing nightmare 
as opposed to a financial loss. He said this is 
the worst season he can remember for the 
25-year-old business. 

“We reschedule every single game [that is 
canceled], but at the end of the day it’s more 
frustration than anger {for players in the 
leagues},” he said. 

For Chicago Water Sport Rentals— which 
rents Jet Skis, kayaks and other water equip- 
ment at the 31st Street Harbor— much of the 
early season was washed out. The company 
has seen 17 days of no revenue this season 
through August because of a combination of 
small-craft advisories that keep some equip- 
ment out of the water due to high waves, 
rainy days and cancellations from customers 
because of cooler weather. 

“I could probably put a kid through a year 
of an Ivy League college with the amount of 
{revenue lost because of] cancellations I have 
had,” said John Gibbs, who owns the compa- 
ny “It was a cooler summer, it never really hit 
its stride. It wasn’t what people were hoping 
for after the winter we had. I was really ready 
to have some scorching hot days.” 

Despite the cancellations and days with- 
out revenue, Gibbs said he still has seen an 
increase in business this year. He said he’s 
hoping the summer weather will extend into 
fall, as his rental business continues operating 


into October. 

Not every business has been waterlogged 
however. Along the riverfront, water taxis 
operated by Wendella Sightseeing tours set 
a record for August with 78,799 rides— sec- 
ond only to the company’s record in July with 
82,000 rides.

That’s despite getting a later-than-normal 
start because of ice on the river, according to 
the water taxi’s Chief of Operations Andrew 


Sargis. However, business has not gone com- 
pletely unscathed from the weather. Sargis 
said rising river waters because of flooding 
from rain has kept some boats out of opera- 
tion more often than usual this season. 

“Every year it seems like it happens once or 
twice,” he said. “But this year it does seem like 
it’s happening more.” 

The water taxis have to halt operation when 
the river rises because it can become unsafe to 
load and unload passengers at docks, and also 
because some of the boats cannot clear the 
bridges on the river. The same goes for opera- 
tions at Shorehne cruises, which also operates 
a fleet of 12 boats for sightseeing tours and 
water taxis. 

Amy Hartnett, the director of sales and 
marketing for Shoreline, said business has 
halted about four times throughout the sea- 
son due to the high river waters. 

“Each summer is different, each season is 
different,” she said. ‘At the end of the day it 
all kind of washes out.” 

For Erkes, who is stUl rescheduling softball, 
volleyball and other rec league games because 
of the recent rains, a good fall season is what 
will keep the frustration of the summer at bay 

“Summer is the best thing we have to offer 
here in Chicago, and when we don’t have it, it 
makes people question, ‘What the hell am I 
here for?’,” he said.

encouragement from friends and folks who supported 
the original project, he decided to give it a second shot.

To lure potential donors, Larrison offered equally 
quirky perks. A $40 donation, for example, gets a back- 
er a print of a hand-drawn picture of a squirrel riding the 
CTA (17 people jumped for that). For $15, he promised 
to put a nice note about the backer in a random RedEye 
box (nine people donated at that level).

There were 15 homicides in Chicago in the past 
week including two men who were stabbed to 
death Friday in Norwood Park, the North- 
west Side community 
area’s first homicides 
in nearly two years, 
a RedEye analysis of 
preliminary police 
data found. 

The men, ages 35 
and 20, stabbed each 
other to death in the 
5800 block of North 
Mobile Avenue, ac- 
cording to officials, who said the double ho- 
micide was a drug robbery gone wrong. 

The last Norwood Park homicide was in 
November 2012, when a 43-year-old man was 
stabbed to death on North Natoma Avenue.

UNDER THE GUN 


Double homicides by stabbing are rare. 
The last such case was in August 2012, when a 
64-year-old man and 48-year-old woman were 
found stabbed to death in the 6400 block of 
North Sacramento Avenue in West Ridge, 
RedEye determined. 

In the past week, gunshot homicides were 
logged in Albany Park, Burnside, Chatham, 
Clearing, Grand Boulevard, Humboldt Park, 
Logan Square, New City, North Lawndale, 
Portage Park, West Englewood and West 
Town, RedEye found. 

Meanwhile, a 53-year-old man was beaten 
to death Sept. 4 in the 2600 block of West 
North Avenue in West Town, police said. 

Sixteen homicides have been logged so far 
this month. Forty-three homicides were re- 
corded in September 2013, RedEye found.

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Skydivers perfect falling with style 


National championships 
return this week to 
Chicago area

For the second straight year, the United 
States Parachute Association will hold its 
annual National Skydiving Championships 
just outside Chicago in Ottawa, 111 . 

After a dip in popularity following 9/11, 
skydiving rebounded slowly and is now on 
a tear. The USPA reported that last year its 
membership reached an all-time high. 

During the 12-day event, which starts 
Thursday at Skydive Chicago, the USPANa- 
tionals hosts more than 500 of the nation’s 
top aerial athletes. While there are individual 
competitions in freefall style and accuracy 
landing, much of the growth within the sport 
has come in formation skydiving, in which 
teams of four to 16 divers work together Uke 
synchronized swimmers in the sky 


One of the teams competing in nationals 
is Chicago-based Octopussy The team is 
comprised of eight women whose members 
range in age from mid-40s to 50s. 

Montana Miller, Octopussys team cap- 
tain, is one of the team’s youngest members 
at 44 and has been jumping out of planes 
for four years. At 1,100 jumps, she notes the 
competition will be fierce but that the team 
is ready with more than parachutes. 

“Everyone on our team is incredibly phys- 
ically fit, [they are] dynamic and able wom- 
en,” Miller said. “[Skydiving] is a great form 
of human connection and bonding.” 

Once divers exit the plane at approxi- 
mately 10,000 feet, teams typically have 
35 seconds to complete a set of formations 
before freefaUing toward Earth at more than 
120 mph. Many teams that will compete at 
the USPN Nationals are crews of four or 
eight divers (known as four-way and eight- 
way teams, respectively). 


Whether it’s four-way or eight-way, gener- 
ally teams compete with the aim of complet- 
ing their formations quickly, with accuracy 
and agility, while being scored on their form. 
Teams are accompanied by a freefall videog- 
rapher, who captures their performance five 
on video for the judges to award points and 
penalties. 

Practice days involve seven to 10 jumps, 
with several consecutive days of jumps being 
common for teams gearing up for competi- 
tion. 

“It’s not so much that we get a big thrill 
out of jumping out a plane; it feels quite 
natural to us,” Miller said. “It’s the sense of 
working together, flying from grip to grip 
and being really in sync with each other. 
That’s where the thrill is. 

“In skydiving you tend to have real strong, 
assertive people. They don’t shy away from 
a challenge.”

Bucktown barbecue 
joint Lillie’s Q adds a fried 
chicken takeout window

Though it’s tough to resist his sassy mus- 
tache, my idea of a good time in a bucket 
doesn’t involve the Colonel. In the interest 
of serving up a classier option for takeout 
bird, LQ Chicken Shack— which Hves inside 
Ldhe’s Q in Bucktown— opened up shop late 
last month. I stopped by to see if this new 
option from chef/owner Charlie McKenna is 
worth crowing about. 

Take flight: Unlike fellow fried-chicken 
sandwich resto Leghorn, which opened ear- 
Her this year, LQ Chicken is solely a takeout 
joint. Diners can call ahead or order from 
the tiny takeout window on the western side 
of the building, which the friendly cashier 
who popped her head out termed her “coop.” 
McKenna said he has no plans to place any 
seating around the window— there’s just no 
room. But fortunately, as he said, “chicken 
is great as a takeout window” My date and I 
placed our order and waited like, well, chick- 
enhawks for our meal to appear, which only 
took about 15 minutes. 
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The bird: LQ Chicken’s namesake dish comes 
two ways: as thighs, breasts and legs with a 
side of tupelo honey ($ii-S25) or as the Shack 
Chicken sandwich ($7). The former option, 
battered in flour, seasoning and buttermilk, 
has been on LiUie’s Q’s menu almost since 
the dawn of the restaurant, McKenna said. 
But his team had to get creative. “Back when 
the restaurant first opened, we wanted to put 
fried chicken on the menu, but we only had 
one fryer and couldn’t drop the temperature 
down to fry the chicken raw,” he said. Thus, 
his birds are smoked before hitting the fryer. 
The results are fine, but not outstanding. 
Moisture trapped against the meat created 
an unpleasant, tacky layer that made the bat- 
ter flake off in chunks, and I found myself 
missing the satisfying crunch that comes 


with a well-fried bird. The pounded-out 
breast meat fared much better in sandwich 
form, though the bottom of the plain burger 
bun failed to hold up against a layer of pick- 
les. All chicken orders come with your choice 
of three LQ barbecue sauces. While the 
Carolina Gold usually is my fave, it didn’t pop 
quite enough against fried fare. Stick with 
the Smoky or Hot Smoky sauces, depending 
on how zesty you Hke things. 

The sides: My date claimed not to be a grits 
fan— excellent, more for me. I scarfed down 
the creamy, bacon-topped goodness before 
turning to the roasted potato salad (S5 each). 
McKenna told me the recipe features bacon, 
whole-grain mustard and rosemary but my 
date swore it was swimming in ginger. The 


strange flavor was so overpowering that we 
couldn’t get through more than two bites 
before shoving it away A real crime, however, 
would be to mess up the biscuits (S2). No 
worries about that here. LQ opts for cakey 
biscuits rather than flaky, and I felt much like 
a carb-addled Winnie the Pooh after topping 
mine with both honey and honey butter. This 
would have been an excellent vehicle for the 
chicken sandwich. The winner for the most 
aesthetically strange? The Kool-Aid Pickle 
(50 cents each), which, if you’ve never seen 
one, is bright red. Sweeter than even the 
sweetest of sweet pickles, the spears were 
nicely balanced with an underlying tangy 
spike. 

The carton: Instead of a paper bag, my 


LQ Chicken order came in an adorable car- 
ton with a handle. It was so enchanting that I 
almost didn’t notice that utensils and napkins 
weren’t included— until I tried digging into 
those grits at a nearby bar. Fortunately the 
bartender kept a box of plastic spoons be- 
hind the counter, but I would’ve been out of 
luck on an outdoor picnic. 

The bottom line: LQ Chicken Shack has 
some tasty touches, but with so many fried 
chicken options popping up around tovm, 
the concept needs some tweaking to stand a 
chance at keeping up with the competition.

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How Patton Oswalt spent 
his summer Twitter-free

Patton Oswalt has established himself 
as one of the country’s most prolific and 
controversial Twitter comedians, consistently 
rankhng online publications and sparring 
with such varied opponents as DC Comics, 
Donald Trump and a campus minister in South 
Carolina. He seemed to enjoy ruffling feathers, 
but the pressure and the time he dedicated 
were taking a toll. So in June he undertook a 
very public “Twitter break,” writing that he’d 
be taking the summer off and would return to 
social media in September. 

What initially inspired the Twitter break? 

This thing, Twitter, which was supposed to 
be fun, was suddenly taking up a lot of the 
time that I would normally take to create new 
things. To write comedy, write scripts, work 
on books. I was suddenly writing these essays, 
trying to explain myself to the humorless, 
explain comedy, what context means. This 
thing that’s just supposed to be fun almost 
became a third career. 

So it didn’t come from an addiction, per se? 

It wasn’t so much that I was addicted to 
Twitter, I was addicted to: What’s the reaction 
going to be? What are the comments? 

What was that first week like? Did it feel like 
turning off a side of your brain? 

It was more like turning off a way of thinking. 
Like, “How do I have the very first take on 


something? How do I keep it super short 
and in a way no one will misinterpret me?” 

On [Twitter], I was in a rush to not speak my 
mind. It was making me hurry up to triple- 
think everything that came out of my brain, 
which, for a comedian, and also a human, is 
just deadly ... I was starting to think, “Oh 
what’s the safe thing to do here? What will 
appeal to the most amount of people?” And 
everything I’ve ever done in my career is the 
opposite of that. 

During the break, were there a few occasions 
you really wished you could engage? 

I broke my Twitter fast twice, aside from re- 
tweeting and helping with certain friends’ 
projects. It wasn’t fair for me to take the 
break and not help with things I said I was 
going to do. The two times I broke it were 
once at the height of my disgust with what 
happened in Ferguson and also the day 
after Robin Williams died, because I was so 
heartbroken. 

When you return to Twitter, how will you 
change the way you interact? Are you going 
to alter your persona or how you approach 
detractors? 

I’m going to be even freer in what I say, and 
I’m going to be less responsive to outrage. 
Those are the two things I’ve learned. I can 
actually go further than I thought I could, and 
I can respond less. I now have objective proof 
that those things are totally valid.

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Gabriel Luna inspired by his father on ^Matador*

Gabriel Luna’s father died before he was 
born. But it was his dad who convinced him 
to become an actor. 

When he was a senior in high school, he 
got a call from his paternal grandmother. 
“She’d found a bunch of items in the attic 
that had belonged to my father,” he says. 
“She wanted me to see them. She thought I 
would appreciate them, which I would. Any 
time anything happened, or I met anyone 
who knew my father or anyone who had 
something of his, every little bit was a piece 
of the puzzle.” 

His grandmother handed him the box. 
‘And it was full of items. There were football 
trophies, a soccer trophy, of course, his 
yearbooks and a VHS tape. I popped it in, 
and it was my father in a play that he wrote, 
starred in and directed for our church for 
Easter. I watched it and was weeping, of 
course, because there he was alive. It was the 
first time I’d ever seen him when he was alive.” 

At the time Luna was already an achiever. 
He was class president and played strong 


safety on the football team in his native 
Austin, Texas. 

When one of this teachers asked him to try 
out for the school play Horton Foote’s “1918,” 
he refused. “I explained, ‘I just can’t do that, 
man.’ I was thinking in my head, ‘What would 
my football team think? Am I supposed to 
get up in front of everybody?’ I just couldn’t 
possibly do that. I was too shy I went home.” 

That’s when he received the call from his 
grandmother and opened the Pandora’s box 
his father hat left. ‘After I’m done [watching 
the video] I start to think, ‘Oh, man. My 
teacher just asked me to do just that.’ ... So I 
went back the next day and said, ‘You know. 
I’ll give it a shot.’ I went up and gave it a shot, 
and [got] the lead,” he says. 

“The opening scene is me standing at a 
couple of unmarked graves asking this old 
lady which one belongs to my father— which 
was a weird synchronicity at the time.” 

Luna sees the same synchronicity in the role 
he’s playing now in “Matador” on the El Rey 
Network. He portrays a professional soccer 
player for an L.A. team who lives a secret life 


on the other side of the field. In reality he’s a 
CIA operative, a duality that often leaves him 
adrift in two different worlds and plunges him 
into unknown territory. 

“It runs an eerie parallel to my actual fife,” 


he says. “I’ve always admired people who 
could do this [acting]. I wasn’t the person who 
could when I was young. It just took time and 
practice to overcome my fearfulness, and now 
it’s brought me to a good place in my life.”

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Danielle Fishel reveals her 
world in autobiography

Danielle Fishel drew a line in the sand after 
“Boy Meets World” came to a close after 
seven seasons. She wasn’t going to audition 
for soap operas or horror films. 

After all, she’d starred on a successful ABC 
sitcom since she was i2, making her bouncy 
Topanga Lawrence a beloved ’90s girl icon 
alongside D.J. Tanner and Sabrina the Teenage 
Witch. Surely there were plenty of casting 
agents on quality projects who’d kill to book 
her. 

Yeah, not so much. 

After a few years without any major 
gigs, Fishel went back on her promise and 
begrudgingly tried out for “The Bold and the 
Beautiful.” At the audition, she was told to 
hold her arms out while rotating 360 degrees 
as a camera panned up and down her body 

‘Ah, the entertainment industry Where 
talent and ability are less important than 
height and weight,” she recalls in her new 
book, “Normally, This Would Be Cause for 
Concern.” “I am pleased to say that since 
that day, I have never auditioned for another 
horror movie or soap opera. And you know 
why? Because I may not be perfect, but we are 
all too good for that crap.” 

This is the cheeky, self-mocking tone 
Fishel invokes often in her book, which hit 
shelves Tuesday At 33, she’s billing herself as 
the relatable celebrity, writing about how she 
eats at Red Robin and didn’t realize her high 


school boyfriend— ’NSync’s Lance Bass— was 
gay “You’re definitely going to want to be her 
best friend!” promises the book’s jacket. 

Since her days as TGIF prime-time 
royalty, Fishel has kept her distance from 
Flollywood. When she got a call last year that 
the Disney Channel wanted to create a new 
series for “Boys Meets World” fans— “Girl 
Meets World,” on which Topanga and her 
high school boyfriend, Ben Savage’s Cory, are 
now parents— she had all but retired from 
Flollywood. 

Her first book— if you can call it that— was 
done with a ghostwriter when she was 16: “A 
Girl’s Guide to Life.’ No ... that wasn’t it. A 
Teenager’s Guide to Life’? It was a long time 
ago,” she said. 

“There are a lot of books that are like, ‘How 
I Overcame My Addiction’ or whatever, and 
I don’t have any of those,” Fishel continued. 
“What am I gonna write? ‘Here’s the most 
boring book you could possibly imagine 
about life in Orange County’?” 

But Brandi Bowles, a literary agent at 
Foundry Literary & Media, saw potential in 
the so-called mundanity of Fishel’s life. 

“I followed her on Twitter, and I 
instantly saw in her that she could be a 
Mindy Kaling type of figure,” Bowles said. 
“She’s someone you’d want to hang out with. 
I always felt like there was something about 
Topanga that made her feel like your on- 
screen best friend.”
